Murat Halstead, the veteran journal- 


ist, w rites In the New York Indepen- 
dent about the 
execution 
of 
John 


Brown, of which he was a witness. 
The hanging took place on Dec. 2, 1S59, 
and is thus described: 


The .procession from the goal to the 


scaffold was brilliant The general 
commanding had a staff more resplen- 
dent than that of Field Marshal Molt- 
ke and King William, when they rode 
together over their 
battle fields In 


France. Old John Brown was seated 
on his coffin in the bed of a wagon, of 
the fashion farmers call a wood-wagon, 
an open body and no cover. He wore 
a battered black slouch hat. the rim 
tnrned squarely up in front, giving It 
the aspect of a cocked hat. This was 
that his vision might not be impeded, 
and he looked -with evident enjoyment 
upon the country, saying it was the 
first time be had had the pleasure of 
seeing it. 
the time. 


His words were repeated at 
The man 1 saw as he was' 


in tbe wagon and as tie was helped 
upon the scaffold—he had about ,a 


_ dozen steps to ascend—his arms pin- 
ioned by ropes at the elbows, tied 
firmly, so that his hands were free 
while the upper arms weie bound at 
his waist. 
He wore a baggy brown 


coat and trousers and red carpet slip- 
pers over blue-yarn socks, and fatood 
firmly but in an easv attitude on the 
trap door, that was sustained by a 
rope 
Then a stout, white cord of 


cotton, provided by some cotton plant- 
er who thought there TV at propriety in 
it—something symbolical in 
it—was 


placed over the iron gray, sturdy head, 
the noose dropped easily around his 
neck and tightened so that it wouid 
not slip, bill so as not' to give physif«l 
discomfort The face of the old man 
was towai d the east, th* morning light 
on it, and the figure perfectlv in dress 
and pose, and all appointments, that of 
a typical western 
farmer—a 
serious 


person upheld by an idea of duty—the 
expression of his features that of a 
queer mingling of the grim and. to use 
a rural word, the peart. The white cap 
•was pnlled down and still the troops 
•were moving, falling into a 
hollow 


square—a formation that had not been 
rehearsed. 
This 
became 
tedious. 


Brown asked that there should not be 
delay. The suspense was distressing, 
and from the ascent of the scaffold to 
the fall of the trap, and the sharp jerk 
upon the white cord, the time was 
nearly eighteen minutes. 
This was 


not, though often stated, with the pur- 
pose of torture, but the delay of the 
military to get into assigned places. 
Brown's hands gave the only Mgsf of 
the emotion that possessed him. He 
was rubbing Ins thumbs 
hard 
but 


slowly on the inside of his forefingers, 
between the first and second joints, 
as QC° braces, himself with a nervous 
grasp upon the arms of a dentist's 
chair when a tooth is to be drawn. 
It is no wonder Brown asked the sher- 
iff about the waiting. There was deep 
silliness as the form of the \ictim 
plunged six feet and the rope twanged 
as its burden lengthened a little and 
shivered 
Then the body began to 


whirl as the cord slackened and twist- 
ed, and the rapid movement caused 
the short skirts of the coat to flutter as 
in a wind. About a auarter of an hour 
was spent by the surgeons climbing 
the stairs and holding the suspended 
body to their cars, listening to see if 
the heart continued to act One of the 
reporters was moved to s>ai as if he 
had prepared a deliverance and was 
getting it off contrary to a better judg- 
ment, "Gentlemen, the honor of old 
Virginia has been vindicated." There 
was no response for the sentiment 


The road to Harper's Ferry was soon 


filled with carriages at high speed. 
There was dust Hying. In tbe yard of 
a farm house were half a dozen lads 
playing soldiers, two of them colored, 
one beating a small drum. This was

ter, August, 1870, in eastern France, I

monument corner-

I saved that for the 


climax. I saw a congressman who had 
a rabbit-foot combination on pensions, 
and after a good deal of whistling I 
got him to listen. 
"When I had fin- 


ished he said to me in a cold-blooded 
way: 


" 'I suppose it is all right in the fin- 


ish of a man's education in this conn- 
try to know something about the revo- 
lutionary war. 
Twenty-five or thirty 


years ago it was a big thing to talk 
about, and it made up about all there 
was to the Fourth of July. Then we 
had the civil war, and for a long time, 
whenever there was any music 
or 


whenever there 
were fireworks and 


hiphip. nearly everybody had an idea 
that the celebration was over the sav- 
ing of the Union, and the revolution 
was a sort of annex. Well, since the 
president's trip to Atlanta and round 
about, there isn't much left of 
the 


civil war. The whole business hinges 
on the war we have just settled. If 
you can show me that the great-great- 
grandcousin or ditto step-son-in-law, 
or any other kinship, however remote, 
of this man of yours who was at Bunk- 
er Hill, was in the war which has just 
closed, and by which we have spread 
oat on both sides and bulged in the 
middle, until we are the greatest couD' 
try on earth, I can swing your pension 
as easy as the boy knew his daddy. 
•But any business that hasn't some con- 
nection with Cuba. Porto Rico or the 
'Philippines won't be on the calendar.' 


"And then I came home, and one 


day when an agent asked me if I would

Mke to buy "a 'History of the Revolu- 
tion,' I told him, before I thought, that 
the revolution wasn't much of a war. 
I had just finished reading the treaty 
of 1898 and felt right up to date."

MERINOS OF LONG PEDIGREES 


IN VERMONT. 
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Army and Xavy. 


It is stated that representatives of j 


ali branches of tbe French service aim 
probably an officer from every line 
regiment in France will be sent to 
Russia for the double purpose of ac- 
quiring a 
colloquial 
knowledge of 


Russian and ot making themselves ac- 
quainted with Russian military tac- 
tics. Lieut. Ferral of the Fifty-ninth 
regiment of the line has just complet- 
ed at Odessa a Course of instruction in 
all the Russian words of command and 
m Russian regimental drill and evo- 
lutions. 


The preamble of the bill for increas- 


ing the German army is said to con- 
tain a reference to the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war as furnishing proof of the 
disastrous consequences of neglecting 
in time of peace a careful and system- 
atic preparation for war. The prep- 
arations. of France and of European 
Russia, sajss tUe \rmy and Navy Jour- 
nal, indicatp that these countries, m 
spite of the czar's manifesto, are "la- 
boring unwearied!? at the task of per- 
fecting their armies. In addition to a 
far higher strength on a peace footing 
than ours, they have increased their 
anual draft of recruits to 250,000 and 
300,000 men, respectively, while in 
Germany tue number of recruits pro- 
vided for in the estimate amounts only 
to something like 227,000 " As to the 
czar's peace proposals, the preamble 
points out that "disarmament has no- 
where taken place, and in present cir- 
cumstances it can scarcely be antici- 
pated." 


If we may judge from the slup-build- 


ing returns for the past quarter, the 
engineering trades in Great Britain 
have fully recovered from the evil ef- 
fects of the great strike, ut least as 
far as the volume of trade is con- 
cerned, says thf> Scientific American. 
The various yards had under construc- 
tion no fewer than 598 merchant ves- 
sels, with a gross tonnage of 1,364,250 
tons. 
This is nn increase of 143 ves- 


fcels and 480,000 tons over tne returns 
for the same date last year. Of these 
ships 572 were steamers 
and 
only 


twenty-six sailing ships. The list of 
customers is of interest. It shows that 
192 of the vessels 
were for British 


owners, while six were to go to the 
colonies. Germany had ordered eight 
of the ships, aggregating 47,700 tons, 
and Russia eleven vessels of 26,480 
tons. Then In their order come Japan, 
eleven ships; 
Norway, nine 
ships; 


Holland, six; Denmark, six, and Aus- 
tria-Hungary, three ships. The vessel 
of large displacement is growing in fa- 
vor, for the tables include six vessels 
of over 10,000 tons, seven of 
from 


o.OOO tu 10.000, liiiito-iiSuc u* «rora 6,000 
to 8,000. and fifty-seven Irom 4,000 to 
6,000. There are 124 steamers, chiefly 
of the "tramp" class, of a tonnage 
varying from 3,000 to 4,000. 


To these figures must be added those 


for warship construction, which show 
that fifty-eight ships, of an aggregate 
displacement of 265,800 tons, are be- 
ing built for the British navy. There 
are also thirty-four warships aggre-

One of the most interesting and in- 


structive publicanonb issued by 
the 


government foi some time is the re- 
cent volume on "Foreign Trade Poli- 
cies of tu« European 
Governments." 


Aside from the treatment of the mer- 
chant marines colonial policies, tariff 
rates and commercial rebtrictions, the 
subject of state-auied technical educa- 
tion in the several countries is very 
fully discussed. Many of tbe branches 
taught in- these technical schools are 
covered to a slight extent by private 
institutions in our own land, but there 
are a great number of special schools 
that are entirely unknown here. 
In 


Belgium, for example, there are 225 
state schools for the training of young 
girls in housekeeping, besides some 27 
other schools, exclusively for 
girls 


For the young men, Flanders weaving 
appears to be the most important sub- 
ject, judging 
fiom tbe number of 


schools devoted to it, there being no 
less than 42 
In addition to these 


there are two state tailoring schools, 
a school of iron and wood workers, 
one at Brussels tor teaching the art of 
printing, two schools devoted to the 
advancement of 
the 
fishing 
in- 


dustries, one at Ostend and the other 
at Blankbergh, a school for watch- 
making and instruments of precision; 
an upholstery and jewelry trade school 
and the latest 
addition, a firearms 


school 
All o£ these institutions are 


maintained oy the government for the 
purpose of stimulating manufacturing 
interests and improving the quality of 
the output of the country. 


Political economists have called this 


[ an age of specialism, and the above list 
' shows how appropos the name really 


is. 
Great Britain, France, Germany, 


j Austria and 
Switzerland all support 


schools of somewhat similar character. 
In France almost every city renowned 
for a particular reduction boasts of one 
or more technical schools for the edu- 
cation of tbe young men and women 
in this particular line, the object being 


' to maintain and improve the standard 


of work of their predecessors, and to 
introduce the new ideas that may ap- 
pear in other communities. 
Germany 


likewise has many great industrial and 
art schools, gome of which are of Inter- 
national repute. 
The art schools of 


Nuremburg and Munich, where wood 
curving and metal work and general 
decoration arc t-i.ught. are especially 
•well known. 
Then, too, there is the 


famous 
electro-technical school at 


perts and instructors. When tbe gov- 
ernment became Interested in the work 
the students of tbe guild schools had 
EO thnrougaly^established their reputa- 
tion in the commercial world that the 
government thought best to allow the 
guilds to continue the supervision of 
technical education. 


There are over 67 trades and indus- 


tries in which technical education is 
given in London 
The list comprises 


almost every class of technical com- 
mercial work. It includes all tbe im- 
portant chemical manufacturing' Indus- 
tries, the mining and handling of ores 
in all its branches, milling, tbe manu- 
facture of different 
fabrics, weaving 


and spinning, lithography, 
printing, 


masonry, pottery- and porcelain, gas 
manufacture. 
iron and sitrel man- 


ufacture, 
paper 
manufacture, dye- 


ing, 
tanning 
baking1, 
brewing, 


plumbing, watch 
and 
clock 
mak- 


ing 
A. glance at this comprehensive 


but 
incomplete list of state trade 


schools in the various countries of 
Europe will discover many subjects 
never been on the 
technical school 


rosters of this country, but shows tbe 
attention that is given to technical ed- 
ucation abroad with the object of per- 
fecting and encouraging commercial 
trades and industries.

To :Glve WJort the Luster of THeUl. 


.-.A translation frora the Paris An- 
nales Fdrestieres ia the' Scientific 
American gives an account of a pe- 
culiarly valuable process for impart- 
ing the lustre of metal to ordinary 
wood, without 
injuring 
its natural 


qualities. 'For this purpose, the wood 
is .laid, according' to its weight, for 
three or four days. In a caustic alkaline 
solution, such as calcined soda, at a 
temperature of seventy-five to1 ninety 
degrees. Celsus; then it 
is at 
once 


placed in a bath of calcium hydrosul- 
phite, to which, after twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours, a saturated solution 
of sulphur in caustic 'potash is added, 
in this mixture the wood being allowed 
to remain for forty-eight hours at 
thirty-Jive to fifty degrees, Gelsus. 
When the wood thus prepared, and 
after having been dried at a moderate 
temperature, is polished by means of a 
smoothing iron, the surface assumes a 
most attractive metallic lustre, the ef- 
fect of the gloss being rendered addi- 
tionally pleasing by rubbing the wood 
with a piec^ of lead, zinc, or tin. It is 
subsequently polished with a burnisher 
of glass or porcelain, if desired, the 
wood in this way actually gaining the 
brilliancy of a metallic mirror, so that, 
of course, handsome effects in wood- 
ware can thus be obtained.

Xew I'uper-HanBlnn Machine.
